Claims 38-39, drawn to a cable system enabling connection between a 
digital camera and external peripheral devices, classified in class 348, 
subclass 211.1. 

IV. Claims 47-75, drawn to an integrated television system capable of storing 
digital image, classified in class 348, subclass 374 or class 348, subclass 
383. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate 
utility such as a digital camera or the like; invention II has separate utility such as the
